$100,000 STOLEN.

Elza Lay, Famous Bandit, and Two Oom- 
panions Killed in Combat with Mexi- 
can Authorities on the Texas Border, 


. Salt Lake City, Utah; Oct. 26.—[Special.]— 
Elza Lay, closest friend and partner of 
* Butch’ Cassidy, leader of the famous 
** Robbers’ Roost "’ band of outlaws, has been 
killed in a battle with Mexican officers. Two 


others of the bandit gang and four officers 


also were slain. 

The news reached Salt Lake City today 
through the secret channels of the officérs, 
who are keeping in touch with the move- 
ments of the members of this gang. . 

According to the information, Lay and 
three men established a rendezvous near 
Patro Magros, on the Rio Grande, and were 
smuggling across the border line into Texas. 
Cassidy, it is said, wag at the head of another 
gang on the Rio Grande. The Mexican offi- 
cers sent a posse to raid the rendefvous. The 
outlaws and officers met, a long fight ensued, 
and when it was over Lay and two of his mer 
were dead, and four officers lay upon the 
field. The third member of the gang escaped. 

Cassidy has returned, it is claimed, to his 
old haunts in the Hole-in-the-Wall country. 

The killing of a number of men has been 
charged against Lay, and he hada long rec- 
ord of bloody deeds. Lay was born and 
raised ih the southern part of Utah and whem 
young was engaged in cattle rustling. A 
number of years ago ‘he joined the robbers 
and soon became partner.of the leader, Heis 
believed to have been with Cassidy in the 
Castle Gate holdup and in the Reno (Nev.) 
bank robbery. Afterward he went to Texas. 

Lay married Miss Maude Davis of Uintah 
County, and a boy was born to them while 
they lived in the Hole-in-the-Wall country, 
but the young woman took her child and left..

When interviewed in London, where he by 
no means courted publicity, Prince Ranjit

Spends’ Money Lavishly. : 

Whether he is or is not a King, he cer- 
tainly lived like one, spending enormous 
sums of money. The retinue which sailed 
with him included musicians, who produced 
from weird instruments still more weird 
sounds. A dancing girl formed a prominent 
part of the daily entertainments which the 
suite provided for their master, who spent 
most of his time in bed. 

He is a man of fine physique, dark skinned 
and handsome. All his food was prepared 
in accordance with the strictest Oriental 
usages by his own servants, who wore 
gorgeous robes and were nightly marshaled 


by a major domo for exercise in an afjoining- 


park.

PEKIN, Oct. 26.—Sir Ernest Satow, the 
British Minister, left here today on the 
cruiser Blenheim for Shanghai and Hong- 
kong on a month’s leave'’of absence. Dr.

‘ister, has gone to Kiao Chao for three weeks. 

Prince Ching, one of the Chinese pleni- 
potentiaries and the Governor of Pekin, will 
will leave here on Oct. 81 for Kaifeng-Fu, 
the next stopping place of the court on its 
way to Pekin. At-this point he will meet 
Chang Chih Tung, one of the southern Vice- 
roys now in favor with the court, A council 
of state will be held, and it is understood 
that the Emperor and Empress Dowager 
will be urged to continue their journey to 
Pekin as rapidly as possible. 

Negotiations are proceeding between Li 
Hung Chang and M. Paul Lessar, the Rus- 
sian Minister here, in regard to the reversion 
to China of the railway and certain districts 
in Manchuria. Aside from this, no important 
events are expected before the time the 
court is to leave Kaifeng-Fu. 

Owing to the move of Prince Ching, he will 
‘be unable to cary out the wishes of the Min- 
isters and the court in regard to the reception 
of the latter body when it arrives here. 
Prince Ching will deliver the seals of the 
Foreign office to Li Hung Chang the day be- 
fore he leaves here. Earl Li has been des- 
ignated in an imperial edict as a substitute 
for Prince Ching during his absence. _ 

Li Hung Chang will meet the court at 
Chengting-Fu if his preserit strength con- 
tinues and enables him to travel by rail. In 
the meantime it is supposed that Prince 
Ching will return and thus enable Li Hung 
Chang to make the visit.

FRANCE SAFELY OVER A CRISIS. 


Waldeck-Rousseau Mi Ministry Stands, 
Strike Is Averted, and Danger of 
- Civil War Is Past.

PARIS, Oct. 26.—The Waldeck-Rousseau 
ministry has met the Chamber of Deputies 
for the fourth time in its history, a record 
unparalleled during the history of the third 
republic, and after a narrow escape safely 
weathered the storm caused by the threat- 
ned strike of 160,000 French miners. 

Indeed, the fact that the Cabinet was not 
shipwrecked on Tuesday by the Socialist and 
reactionary coalition was solely due to the 
loyal, honest attitude of Meline and Ribot, 
and those of their supporters who followed 
them in voting. Meline and Ribot had the 
courage to put public interests above per- 
sonal rivalry and animosities and thereby 


prevented the fall of the ministry, which at

Strike Averted for the Time. 

Happily, the effect of the government ma- 
jority became at once apparent by the tactics 
of the miners’ delegates at St. Etienne, who 
had postponed their action until the decision 
of the Cabinet and the Chamber was known. 

Consequently the general strike, which 
would undoubtedly have been backed with 
armed resistance, has been for the time at 
least abandoned,,and once again the policy 
of Waldeck-Rousseau has triumphed in the 
Chamber and in the country. 

The labor members and the Socialists who 
have hitherto voted more or less in support’ 
of the government, are nevertheless bitterly 
hostile, and their probable coalition with the 
reactionary opposition is the most serious 
element for the future.

VICTORIAN COINS SOON TO GO. 


First Mintage Under the New 
Will Be Issued Early in the 


Coming Year.

usually signifies our recent acquisitions of territory 
and the rapid spread of our political influence as the 
result of the war with Spain. }

ever-increasing force and momentum for a number of 
years, and, at last, culminated in our sudden invasion 
of European markets with manufactured goods. Po- 
litical expansion, from the economic standpoint, is 
merely the outgrowth of conditions which compelled 
us to look abroad for the means of disposing of our 
surplus product. The statesman considers expansion 
trom the point of-view of its possi ble effect npon our form of government, our 
jeal institutions. The sociologist seeks to analyze it in its bearings upon 
a national character and habits. Substantially all of them agree in the

task of building up our intereste with an eye only to the home market and with 
the avowed object of supplanting every possible line of imported goods. 
The result was that these industries developed gradually a volume of product 
far in excess of the home demand, and in order to dispose of the surplus it 
beeame necessary to seek new sources of consumption abroad. — 


The result was phenomenal; it took ourselves, not less than foreigners, . 


almost wholly by surprise. It was found that we hed mastered economics 


. of production unknown to Europeans, and that the inventive.genius of our 


people had provided us with a host of labor-saving machines, and implements 
and tools of all sorts which contrasted-most strikingly with the clumsier and 
more or less antiquated output of European workshops. “Not only this, but in 
a Breat variety of goods, including evén cotton and silks, it was discovered 
that we were manufacturing a more durable article and often one of greater 
taste and finish. In spite of hostile tariffs our goods have made their way 
all over Europe and the stamp * American ” commends them eveyywhere. 
It is but natural that some of us should argue, in view of.g@ch sweeping 
successes in the spread of our goods Without any change in our tariff rela- 
tions with other countries and but little if any effort to manufacture espe- 
cially for foreign markets, that we have nothing to do but go forward on the 
same lines, and that it might even be dangerous to seek to improve upon the 
present conditions of foreign trade. This idea finds strong encouragement. 
among those of our protected industries which still have reason to fear the 
competition of imported goods. .There is a much larger.element which, while 
not actively hostile to a more liberal policy, is imbued with a somewhat 
vague but anxious feeling that any attempt to modify our tariff system might 
result in a general breaking down of the high tariff policy and consequent 
injury to the whole fabric of our domestic industry. : 
Upon the other hand, many eminent men, long looked upon as champions 


of protection, including a number of large manufacturers, are more and 


more inclining to the view that we cannot hope to go on selling our goods to 
foreigners without taking a proportionate share of theirs in return. At first 
the foreigner, surprised and attracted by the superiority of our wares and the 
ingenious adaptation of many of them to his daily wants, was stampeded, so to 
speak, into buying them, but in a little while, especially in the older industrial 
countries, economists, manufacturers, exporters began to be alarmed at the 
growth in the importation of American articles, and the formidable prospect

In Great Britain the trades unions were urged to relax the rules which were 
found to curtail production and make it more expensive. _ 
Up to this time noné of these remedies has produced any appreciable 
resulfs, but the general attitude of Europe has become sufficiently menacing. 
to give the more thoughtful of'us pause. “Only a broad and enlightened 
policy,” said President McKinley at Buffalo, “ will keep what we have. 
No otherpolicy will get more.” “We must also remember, in dealing with 
other nations,” said President Roosevelt, then Vice President, at Minneapolis, 
Sept. 2, “ that benefits must be given where benefits are sought.” In other 
words, triumphant as has been the progress of American industry in foreign 
lands, it is mere arrogance to assume that it will be permitted to continue un- 


‘impeded at the expense of other nations, now that they have realized its 


one-sided character and the grave-danger it threatens to many of their long 
established industries upon which they were accustomed to depend for the 
general prosperity of their people and the maintenance of their export trade. 
That President McKinley had reached a clear realization of the adverse in- 
fluences we have thus set in motion is shown by another pregnant sentence 
in his Buffalo speech. “In these times of marvelous energy and gain,” said 
che, “ we ought to be looking to the future, strengthening the weak places in 
our —— and commercial systems, that we may be ready for any storm

The commemorative address delivered by 
Justice David J. Brewer of the United States 
Supreme Court at the Yale bicentennial on 
Tuesday of this week has attracted atten- 
tion throughout the entire country and has 
called forth praise on all sides.

“These various causes are operating to 
produce wealth, consolidation, centralization. 
The rapidity and multitude of mercantile 
transactions is seen in colossal fortunes, in 
gigantic undertakings, in enormous financial 
consolidations, and corresponding organiza- 
Local self-control is giving 
way before the pressure for centralized pow- 
er. The town meeting is supplanted by the 
State Legislature, while the iatter, in its 
turn, is yielding to the expanding power of 
Congress. Political parties are largely un- 
der the management of bosses, and the whole 
great forces of industry, business, and poli- 
tices seem passing under the dominance of 
single central control. 

“Is this centralizing tendency antagonistic 
or helpful to the republic? Is it consistent 
with popular government? Apparently it is 
antagonistic. Forms may not be changed. 
Power seldom cares about forms; it seeks 
the substance of control. Many and insidious 
are the temptations which attend the efforts 
of power to centralize and establish itself— 
wealth and its offer of luxuries, sweetness of 
officeholding, popular applause, even though 
manufactured and purchased. He who stands 
in the center has these and a thousand other 
strings leading to every side of the sur- 
rounding circle.

: HE ojd question as to the place to which 
all the pins go is not half so interest- 
ing or important just now as the one in 
which inquiry is made as to where the 
holdup men come from, what work may 


be expected from them this fall and winter, 


and what should be done if on some dark and 
jonely streeet an honest pedestrian is brought 
guddenly face to face with a dismal-looking 


pevolver with a dismally grim-looking man 


at the other end. 

This is an early season for the holdup man. 
What has sometimes been described as a 
“carnival of crime "’ has not set in, but there 
have been several! robberies on the street and 
more unsuccessful attempts in the same di- 
rection. Fiat robbers and porch climbers 
and thieves who work while householders eat 
must be eliminated from the class of holdup 
men. They are not holdup men. A holdup 
man in police history is a citizen who, as 
Chief O'Neill says, is one who, * pressed by 
necessity and aided by opportunity,”’ com- 
mands persons on the streeet to stand and 
deliver. 

Most persons who have never met a 
holdup man while the latter is plying his 
yocation have a wrong conceptian of him. To 
most men he represents an angry, hungry 
beast preying on society. Theconventional 
highwayman must be ugly and have broad 
shoulders and curse horribly. He must have 
@ trusty weapon and maybe two, one as 
trusty as the other. He says “ Stop, throw 
up your hands!’’ as melodramatically as any 

' Dick Sheppard or Claude Duval, and under 
no circumstances must his demand for money 
be denied.

fjoned usually as the custom of mounting 
Quaker guns of wood. As soon as one of 
them is arrested his revolver is confiscated 


and a needle is not found ina haystack more 


seldom than is a good weapon found on a 
holdup man. The guns are usually cheap’ 
bulldog revolvers that might have cost a 
dollar and a quarter. If the industrious 
holdup man paid more than $2 for his weapon 
he was grossly swindled. Some of them 
carry socks filled with lead, and with these 
weapons made in the humble home of the 
operator must be classed the slungshot or 
bit of plugged leather which ise more often 


»than not constructed at home and to suit the 


individual taste of the man whois to wield it. 
Many times have holdup men been arrested 
with revolvers which have not enjoyed the 
completeness that goes with a weapon which 
is fit for shooting purposes. Sometimes it is 
the cylinder that is missing. Sometimes 
there is no hammer, and often the trigger, 
that constant companion of a well-equipped 
revolver, has been missing. A handkerchicf 
makes the best mark, but most holdup men. 
do not mask at all. They often forget to 
put on their disguise when they hear their 
victim approaching. Sometimes. if they 
wanted to mask, they would have to go all 
the way home for a handkerchief. 


A @ark alley is an essential part of a 
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mouth of the alley, and then the holdup man 
‘gets out of the shadow with his request for 


money, payable at sight. It naturally fol- 


lows that if pedestrians do not walk close to 


‘the wall or building line, if.they seek the 


curbstone, or, better still, the middle of the 
road, they are comparatively safe. 

A black, soft hat of the sombrero order is 
a@ means of holdup prevention that is often 
effective. The police patrol sergeant, the 


Lieutenant, the Captain, and the plain. 


clothes men wear soft hats when not in uni- 

form. So if a citizen who is not on the police 

force can affect the regulation police swag- 

ger, and can afford a soft hat, not many 

holdup men will venture close enough to 

ask for his money without having to shout 
Hunt in the Parks. 

WilHam Buchanan, a colored holdup man, 
who, on account of the dexterity with which 
he used to operate, is now reposing in a 
penitentiary cell, made a favorite stamping 
ground of Washington Park. Other lights 
that are lesser by many candle power also 
affect the parks because at night they are 
provided with so many obscure paths. The 
trees and the shrubbery make good alleys to 
escape, and it is never a safe plan to walk 
too close to the outlines of a park. 

Confessions of holdup men show that they 


are often as frightened as the men they are . 


holding up. They have their revolver under 
the nose of the man from whom they are 
getting rich’ quick, and with the other hand 
they are going through the pockets. Some 
of them believe in tackling some pockets. 
Others believe in others. Not one of them 
has time to go into their victim's shoes for 
money, and the ribbon of a hat is another 
safe hiding place. Threats to shoot are often 
idle, but the question of the holdup man’s 


sincerity is such a delicate one that it is 


best to believe that he will shoot if he says 
so, and then one is onthe safe side. But if 
there is a policeman in sight it is always 
safe, the police say, to resist. No holdup 
man will kill a policeman unless there is ab- 
solutely no other chance for his escape. 
Everybody familiar with the Police depart- 
ment knows that when an outlaw has killed 
@n officer that outlaw will fall dead just as 
soon as the policeman gets his revolver 
in his hand and the holdup man within 
range. It is a way the police have of prov- 
ing that they possess that which in other 
surroundings would be ‘' college spirit’’ or 
the “ spirit of the corps.’”’ 
The best authorities agree that while the 
energy and ability of the average holdup 
man is greatly exaggerated it is always bet- 
ter before beginning a dark journey home at 
night to leave the watch in some safe place 
down-town and to secrete money in the shoe 
or an out of the way pocket. Then if the 
holdup man is met all that can pass between 
the honest citizen and him !s a greeting. As 
long as no money changes hands the holdup 
industry has none the best of the transac-

Sought to Encourage Mar- 
riage Among the Poor.

to be expected that this form of ‘nancial 
benefit will ever be required in such a land 
of noble women as ours, but there are doubt- 
less many young couples who would like 
to see established some bequest for pro- 
viding house-furnishing money for hard- 
working but small-salaried lovers. 

Great Britain is far in the lead in putting 
such a prize on matrimony. The late Mar- 
quis of Bute, a millionaire, established a 
tund for the benefit of the women of Cardiff, 
in Wales. To commemorate his silver wed- 
ding in 1897 he presented the town authorities 
with $5,000, to be held as a trust fund, the 
interest from it each year to be paid to what 
ever pair of Cardiff lovers could satisfy the 
trustees that they were most in need of the 
fund to help them establish a home. The 
young woman must be of good mora] char- 
acter and her lover of good repute, sober and 
industrious. | 


Won Prize of $140. 
The first endowment under the fund was 
made the next year, when,a year’s interest 
had accrued. A nurse maid and a young man 
employed in a local paper factory satisfied 
the requirements, were adjudged true lovers 
and to have the capacity of becoming useful 
members of the community, and they were 
consequently awarded the prize, which 
amounted to $140. 
An ex-soldier was a beriefiter the next 
year with the girl of his heart, a housemaid. 
The soldier was working at a building trade 
in Cardiff and the couple were given the 
same amount as their predecessors, and witb 
it rented and furnished a comfortable home. 
Favale, the Italian composer, established 
Similar fund in England in 1882, which, 
however, has not yet become available,’ It 
will be drawn on in about two years for th 
first time. Favale, with less knowledge of 
finance than of music, gave $3,500 to the 
London, City Corporation to be held as a 
trust fund and the interest from it each year 
divided into three funds of $36 each, to be 
given to the three girls of London of good 
character who would thus be best assisted 
to marry their lovers—marriage otherwise 
being understood to be impossible or pos- 
sible only at great risk and inconvenience. 
As the English law requires trustees to in- 
vest funds only in certain classes of safe 
securities which bring a low rate of interest, 
they found they had not the necessary funds 
for the division. So they allowed the inter- 
est to accrue and be compounded, and now 
have so large a capital that in a short time 
they can begin making awards. They will 
then have to decide upon three girls be- 
tween 16 and 23 years of age whose charac- 


will bear strict investigation and 


will be enabled to marry good hard-working 
men to whom they are engaged. ) 


Dowries Provided for Orphans. 


' Dowries for orphan girls are provided by 
another fund, mysterious in origin, which 
is distributed by the acting governors of the 
Endowed Charities of St. George’s-in-the- 
East, London. This amounts to $550 every 
year, and can be divided as the trustees seu 
fit, with the aim of assisting as many giris 
as possible. -The benefits from it, however, 
never fall below $50 for each girl, and often 
reach $150. None can receive aid from this 
fund until they can satisfy the trustees that 
they are able to perform the various duties 
of a housekeeper, are suited to make good 
homemakers, and are in love with men who 
are steady and industrious. | 

Scotland has a similar ingtitution in @ 
trust established many years ago by a Glas- 
gow merchant, amounting to $15,000. This 
is unique in being intended to encourage 
others to do exactly what the Glasgow man 
never did—to marry. This gentleman, whose 
name was Anderson, lived all his life a bach- 
elor, and thus became so convinced of tha 
blessedness of the married state that he un- 


| dertook to lead all he could that way. For 


some reason unexplained, after he had listed 
the usual classification for the young wom- 
en who can draw from the interest of «he 
trust, he added the provision that they must 
be able to dance weil. Under these terms 
each year three British maidens are pre- 
sented with $100. 
In France, where the mafriage of conven- 
fence and the natural inclinations of tha 
population make matrimony and the birth 
rate matters for careful study by the state, 
a society has been organized on the li of 
a building and loan association by which @ 
man or woman can secure at small expense 
enough money to enable him or her to marr 
ry. It is a sort of insurance society, con+ 
ducted by & number of persons of whom 
M. Paul Deschanel is at present the head, 
The members are artisans, young men or 
women, and each contributes 40 cents a 
month to its support. After a member has 
made such contribution for five years, in 
which time he has paid $24, he is entitled 
to draw out $90. If two members desire to 
wed each other they can thus get $180, which 
is samething of a windfall as dowries go, 
among French working people. |

But in Germany the matter has its most 
unique development, for there, by the will 
of a financier, prizes are offered in his native 
town for the man who will marry the ugliest, 
the most crippled, and the women over 4, 
This town is Haschmann, and the financier, 
realizing that beauty is an attraction hard 
to overcome, provides that out of the income 
of the fund not less than $80) shall go with 
¢he ugHest girl in any year, and the cripple 
shall receive $60. The four women not un- 
der 40 who have been more than once jilted 
by a lover receive when funds permit $40 
each. But the trustees can vary from this 
rule to give large rewards whenever neces- 
sary to induce some one to Marry an un- 
usually ugly girl, or one whose deformity is 
an especial drawback. 
- It does not appear likely that such a set of 
prizes will ever be necessary in America, but 
there may be room here for some such organ- 
ization as the French society, in which young 
people may help each other to get ahead. 
In France the membership of the organiza- 
tion is already more than 100,000, and it is 
extremely popular and is growing rapidly.

Says Man Is Ripe at F ifty and 


: Before That Is an Ap 
prentice. 


HARLES T. YERKES was interviewed 
_ in London by a reporter for the morn- 
ing Leader, to whom he talked en- 
tertainingly abput young, men in bus- 

iness. 
“From the age of 21 I succeeded fairly 
well in my schemes,” he said to the reporter. 


| “ By the time I was 35 I had accumulated 


a fortune of some $1,000,000, which in those 


| days was looked upon as a large fortune. 


Then, by a stroke of ill-luck, I lost it all, and 
had to start the world over again. This, of 
course, is nothing extraordinary for Ameri- 
cans, who frequently make and lose half a 
dozen large fortunes before they finally con- 
solidate their position. It also as frequent- 
ly happens that adverse strokes of fortune 
prove a man’s best friend, inasmuch as he 
comes out of each failure all the stronger 
for the lessons he has learned. Hardship, 
in my view, often proves @ part of a young 
man’s good luck. |

Not an Age of Young Men. 

“Tt is the fashion to/talk of this ‘age as 
being an age of young men,’’ said Mr. Yerkes. 
“Personally, however, I cannot take the 
view that there is ever an age of youth which 
is really and overwhelmingly successful. 
The few exceptions simply attest the general 
rule that young men in their careers are 
in their apprenticeship till.the age of 40. At 
that age they begin to see the mistakes 
they have made, and the next ten years form 
the crucial period of a man’s career, no mat- 
ter what his line of life may be. Success 
that comes when a young man is still in his 
twenties or thirties is due more to good luck 
than good management. The fact that I lost 
a million myself entitles me to speak with 
some authority.”

without which no man can succeed. The 
one thing needful for every young man is 
to have a clearly ‘defined object in view, to 
find hig métier, to centralize his efforts on 
it, and stick to it for better or worse. With 
ordinary luck he cannot fail. The greatest 
evil and the one most fruitful of bankruptcy 
is the fact that the average young man wants 
to do too many things at once and ae 
rich too quickly.” 


Parents Should Foster Talent, 


Mr. Yerkes is of opinion that parents in 
the greatest percentage of cases do not pay 
sufficient attention to discovering or foster- 
ing particular talent In children.

In the Home Insurance and the Rookery 
Buildings cast iron skeleton work had been 
used in‘some degree, and in that year, 1888, 
Messrs. Holabird & Roach planned a thir- 
teen-story building whose columns should 
be run up from the foundation to cornice 
on the outside, having a mere facing of 
* stone tied on by copper wire and fastened 
to the structural fron by. wrought — fron 


>. anchors. 
Men familiar with the old, thick walls of 
) the six or seven story office building of the 
‘period opened their eyes wide at the speci- 


Seations for this new building. Thirteen 
stories for a building was an innovation at 
beat, but when a twelve-inch wall was pro- 
vided for the lower floors of the new build- 
ing, where otherwise a thirty-inch wall would 
have been necessary, even the Chicago Build- 
ing department hesitated astoapermit. But 
/ the work went on and the building was com- 
pleted within one year. 


CAST IRON OBSOLETE. 

This was the beginning of steel construc- 
tion in building in Chicago. Today all cast 
iron has been replaced by steel. The clumsy 
Makeshifts of a dozen years ago have been 
replaced by steel shapes undreamed of when 
the Tacoma Building in Chicago was go- 
ing up. 

In the erection of the new Tribune Build- 
Ing a place hasbeen made for a department 
building such as was unknown ten years 
ag0. The engineer has been given important 
place in the modern city building and much 
of the work depends upon him. Upon him

ITHIN the last twelve years the 
steel skyscraper has had its incep- 
tion and its perfection, and Chicago 

the history of it until 


In the Grst: place he .makes sure of the 
loads which are to come upon his founda- 
tions.: To do this he has‘to figure not only 
the .weight of the entire building and its 
prospective contents, but he must take into 
account spots where greatest weight is dis- 
posed to fall, and, if necessary, distribute 
this weight to other parts of the building 
with the least expenditure of steel. He 
must know the carrying capacity of ~each 
‘beam, girder, and pillar, and: the strength 
even of the rivets which hold the steel to- 
gether. The “live’’ contents of the build- 
ing myst be figured, for 1,500 persons in an 
office building, averaging over 100 pounds 
apiece, represent an aggregate weight | of 
150,000 pounds. . 

So that when the architect has designed 


. @ building of so many stories in height, the 


steel constructors are called in to make the 
skeleton of it all. | 

The shop drawings of the steel construc- 
tion become of prime importance from the 
first. The engineer has the dimensions of 
the building’s shell. is his work to put 
in the strong, -firm, steel frame work that 
shall be all-sufficient for strength and with 
a minimum of material expended. In the 


_ columns, floor beams, girders, and filling-in 


beams it is necessary that they be distrib- 
uted with the nicest accuracy, making cer- 
tain that no piéce carries more than its pro- 
portion of weight. In these shop drawings 
the exact size of every piece of steel enter- 
ing into the structure is made plain in the. 


- and gradually the pieces are passed on to 


tracings. Every angle is indicated. Every 


rivet hole is made plain as to position and 


size. Every. rivet is accounted for. — 
MET AT. CAST TO ORDER. 


these drawings, down to the last 
piece, have been completed and the numbers 
indicated which shall make the putting to- 
gether possible, the drawings are sent to the 
steel milis for reproduction in metal. To 
meet the demands'of the builders many of 
the big plants in the United States have been 
structed.to turn out this work. 

In. these great milis, nearly all of them to 
the east of Chicago, the rolls are set at work 
on the” building contract. As each beam, 
girder, and column is turned out according 
to specifications, it is dipped in preservative 
paint, and when.dry. the numbers for as- 
sembling are marked upon it.

play. Miss Ford is one of the authors of “ The Greatest Thing in the World,” the play 
with which Mrs. Le Moyne began her career as a star—a play full of faults, but one 
that, had suggestions of good things in it. Miss Ford knows literature and she knows 
the stage. She has studied the playwriter’s craft on the boards and she knows the re- 
quirements of the theater. It is not essential that a person who writes plays should 
have been an actor, but it is a great help. Pinero was an actor, but Sardou was not. 
Neither was Clyde Fitch, who knows the tricks of the stage as thoroughly as though 
he was born behind the footlights. I have seen plays written by actors that were 
‘absolutely unactable. But, given the dramatic.gift with the pen and a practical 
knowledge of the stage, and you have a good combination. This combination is found 
in Miss Ford, and I do not believe that her career as a playwright is ended with “A 
Gentleman of France.” She is busy with rehearsals of the play in New York‘and will 
be in Chicago when it opens there in November. | 
HE announcement that Messrs. Liebler & Co. are going to bring Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell to this country in January next for a tour of the principal cities is 
the most interesting news in theatrical circles. For many, many years the man- 
agers in New York have tried to get Mrs. Campbell to come here, but as she 
“=e COUld make al] the money she wanted toin England, and as she dreaded an ocean 
voyage, she could not be persuaded. Mr. Tyler, the executive head of Liebler & Co., 
has been coaxing her for three years, but she has always said no. Now she is coming, 
and he feels much pleased with histriumph. And well he may, for Mrs. Campbell is cer- 
tainly the most conspicuous actress in London today, and, in her line, she is the most 
interesting. As the ‘“‘ woman at bay,"' she is at her best. Just how great an actress Mrs. 
Campbell is would be hard to say, but no one can deny the magnetism of her personality. 
She does sudden, extraordinary, and sensational things, and carries her audience off its 
feet. She is not a beautiful woman, but she has something more than beauty, and that 
she will make a sensation in this country is a foregone conclusion. I have not seen her 
in her best parts, but I have seen enough of what she can do to realize what she must 


be at her best. She will bring her own company to America, and she will play her old 


“répertoire, which, of course, is new to all Americans who have not visited London. 
“ Magda " will be the first part that she will be seen in, and it is one of her best. There 
are those who contend that her ‘‘ Magda’’ is greater than that of Dusé, but I do not 
believe it. -I do not deny that it is a fine performance, but Dusé is unapproachable.

ams that he seems almost to belong to the 
ocal musie world, He is at least a near neigh- 
bor, and it is therefore with an easily juati- 
fiable pride as well as satisfaction that news 
of succegs his compositions have just scored 
in Europe is received. 

Mr. Kaun has been in Germany since early 
summer, and has arranged for the public 
performance in certain of the music centers 
of that empire of some of his more important 
compositions.

out—twenty or thirty feet from the fire guard 
and with burned ground before and behind It. 

It isn’t as easy to do this, though, as it 
might seem. The winds on the plains are al- 
ways swift, and with weedy fire guards the 
back fires threaten always to leap beyond the 
barrier. Or they may run too fast along the 
guard and break through it before any one 
can get there, If that happens there is noth- 
ing to be done but to get round ahead again 
and try to beat it out some way. Generally, 
though, the only thing to be done is to go to 
the next “ guard ’’—it may be a dozen miles 
away—it may be night—a combination that 
is really a trying one, as it’s even chances 
that in that distance your horse will hit a dog 


hole and cripple himself. Ané this means—if 


he can’t stand—that the fire will catch up 
with you and you'll get a terrible singeing 
and a good long walk and maybe a night or 
so “ out "’ without food or water. 


When a fire gets a good big headway it 
strings out its front until this may be thirty 
or forty miles long.

- ‘Tdial waves do not rush faster than it does 


—great streamers of it leap far out ahead 
of the main blaze, and, catching in the grass, 
dance there till swallowed up by the resist- 
less rush from which they sprang. And then 
all at once the wal! of fire burns up to the 
little line of back fires and the decision is 
had. Happy indeed are the fighters if their

of breathless struggle—whipping out spark 
catches with saddle blankets or slickers. 
When at last every blaze has gone eut 
the wearied fellows start for the nearest 
camp—and there, though it be morning when 
they arrive, they will lie down and sleep 
till rested, or until another alarm sends 
them racing away to another fire.

Like all first-class caves, the one at Red 
Bud has a “* Fat Man’s Misery,” -without 
which no cave would be complete; a “ Pipe 
Organ,” a Graveyard,’. a Water Fall,” 
and a *“‘ Great Dome.”” There is also a small 
lake in the cave,containing fish that have no 
eyes. The thoroughfares .in* the. cave are 
much smaller than those in the Mammoth 
Cave in Kentucky, and there are no great 
halls or underground rivers as’ ‘there is in the 
Kentucky cavern. However, as’ the Mam- 
moth Cave people charge the visitors $5 for 
a visit to their.cavern and the Red Bud people 
are satisfied with the modest sum of 25 cents, 
the visitor to the Hlincis grotto cannot .com- 
plain of not seeing as much at Red — as he 
would in the Kentucky cave. 


@LD FRENCH FORT. 
After discovering the caye the historian of

PIONEER. BAPTIST. CHURCH. 

The first Baptist church built in Illinois, 
and which dates back to 1796, is still stand- 
ing at Red Bud, as is also the first Methodist 
church, built a few years later. The latter 
is now being used for a stable, while the 
old Baptist church is too decrepit for even 
that humble use. An old stone house which 
dates back to the middle of the last century 
is also still stading in Red Bud. 

John Fahey, who will be 100 years of age 
next March, came to the vicinity of Red Bud 
about 1817, and is one of the oldest, if not the 
oldest, settlers of Illinois. He is still hale 
and hearty and able to recount many tales 
of the early pioneer days. 

While along the New England coast the 
inhabitants patiently turn up mile after mile 
of sand in the hopes of discovering where 
Captain Kidd buried his treasures, down in 
Red Bud, Iil., they hunt for “the lost lead 
mine." The lost lead mine was the one in 
which the Indians for many years secured 
their supply of lead. .

Pirates on Japanese Sea. 

The Japanese Sea has been swept by thou- 
sands of typhoons, its turbulent waters have 
often made men feel the frailty of their craft, 
and the angry, hungry waves have ingulfed 
many a noble ship with its freight of valua- 
bles and men. It has witnessed many other 
sad scenes more terrible than the fury of the 
storm, it has seen many a time demons in 
human form satisfy their thirst for blood and 
lust for gold by murdering and plundering 
shipwrecked men. A pirate is a criminal far 
below the scale of morality of the highway- 
man, as he preys on the défenseless, half 
starved, exhausted victims of the storm. 
From his secret perch he watches the march 
of the storm and the moment the unfortunate 

is cast. on shore and made helpless by. 
e destructive waves he completes the wor 
@ murderous storm failed to complete. The 
pirate is a coward, he takes no chances on his 
life, and like the beast of prey awaits the mo- 
ment when his victim is unprepared and help- 
It is the pirate’s life and his ghoulish 
acts that have given so many sad scenes to 
the Japanese Sea. This sea has been a para- 
dise for this the meanest and lowest clags of 
murderers and thieves.

Review of Russian Trip. 

Before I say good-by to Siberia it may not 
+ peony to take @ brief retrospective view 
of our trip through Russia. A number of 
travelers who have made the journey 
‘through Russia by way of the Transsiberian 

have recorded their experiences in 
journal eles and in book form... Much 
has been said concerning the many trials, 
deprivations, and inconveniences incident to 
such a trip. From what I have seen and 


read I am satisfied that August is the best | 


time to travel through Siberia, and that the 
lew © Trom west to east is the one to be 
preferred. June and July are the hottest 
months. The heavy rains during the early 
part of August cool off the atmosphere, set- 
tle the ankle-deep dust of the cities with 
unpaved streets, and raise the waters of 
the Schilka and Amur. By traveling against 
the sun the voyage on the Schilka and Amur 
is hastened by the rapid current of the rivers. 
From the recorded experiences of others, I 
infer that insect life is more. troublesome 
during the months of June and July; as the 
only. ingect that gave us any discomfort was 
the ordinary. house fly on the Schilka 
Amur Rivers. 


Best Time to See Siberia. 


‘- Another advantage in making trip 
the latter part of summer is the avoidance 
of the large number of tourists that tax the 
steamer, railway, and hotel accommoda- 
tions during the months of June and July. 
We left Virbalien,.the Russian station on 
the German border, at 1 a. m. on July 19 
and arrived at Viadivostock at 4:50 p. m. on 
Saturday, Aug. 25. This was a long time in 
traveling over a distance of less than 10,000 
miles by rail and steamer exclusively, but 
the time spent on the slow trains was well 
- invested, asit gave us the best opportunities 
to make the desirable observations along 
‘the road and at the many stations. During 
‘this part of our journey we spent from one 
to three days at the most interesting cities. 
For the benefit of subsequent travelers 
over the Transsiberian road I would empha- 
gize the importance of supplying themselves 
with a blanket, two sheets, a pillow, several 
towels, material and conveniences for mak- 
ing their, own coffe or tea, and a lunch 
basket with well selected contents for the 
first morning meal. With such conveniences 
the trip can be made one full of pleasure 
and with little or no inconveniences. It was 
@ good cup of coffee, bread, and butter at 


the desirable hour in the morning that we 


missed more than anything else. The only 
well founded complaint that we could make 
applies to the steamer Ural, hence once more 
the well meant advice, “ Avoid the Ural!’ 

The railway officials were unifermiy cour- 
teous, and all of the passengers, high and 
low in the social scale, young and old, in their 
behavior toward strangers would discount a 
similar number of Americans.

No tourist in 
search of recreation and knowledge should 
satisfy his ambition until he has seen with 
his own eyes the flower strewn steppes, the 
tree clad, peaceful mountains, the natural 
parks, the flower gardens of the subalpine 
rcgions, andi the majestic rivers of the 
largest coun in the world, so recently 
thrown opento the traveler by the Trans- 


blossoming meadows, and great rivers. 
‘Striking National Contrasts. 
Nothing could be more interesting and 


 gtartling than the changes witnessed by a 


jourriey from new Siberia to old Japan. 
Siberia is. natural, Japan artificial. This 
applies to everything around and about you. 
The size and location of the two countries 
are in striking contrast. Vast Siberia on 
the broad main land of Asia, Uttle Japan 
made up of numberless islands bullt by vol- 
canoes, that have battfed for thousands of 
years with the ravages of the aggressive 
sea. Siberia, the virgin land, with prime- 
val forests, great rivers,-natural parks, and 
flower gardens; Japan, the island land, 
where every foot of usable soll is cultivated, 
the land where trees are stunted by the 
meddlesome ingenuity of man, and where 
the natura) flowers had to give way to the 
gardener’s caprice in the selection and culti- 
vation of flowers.. In coming from Siberia 
to Japan is like entering a new world, like 
atepping from the Garden of Eden into a 
eountry inhabited by man for thousands of 
years. | 

We commenced this of the journey 
on Wednesday, Aug. We had been in- 


formed that the steamer would not leave 


until Saturday and were consequently 
agreeably surprised when we received word 
to be on board on Wednesday morning. Our 
ship was the Amur, a pretty little ocean 
steamer in the service of the Russo-Chinese 
railway company. We were in ignorance 
concerning the real cauge in changing the 
time of sailing until we were aboard the 
Amur. In observing from, the upper deck 
‘the usual scenes attending the departure 


““6f an Ocean steamer a carriage drawn by 


two magnificent black horses drove up to 
the landing and the universal attention 
which the arrival of the carriage excited was 
enough to show that it contained some dis- 
tinguished personage. A tall, stately look- 
ing gentleman in the uniform of a General 
stepped out, followed by two young women, 


\the fourth person, a matronly looking wom- 


an, draped in black, remained in the car- 
riage. One of the young women, accom-~ 
by a woman attendant, came on 
ard, and a number of stewards vied with 
each other in attending to her more than 
liberal amount of baggage. This young 
woman at once took ssion of the Cap- 
tain's room and the attention she received 
on all sides indicated her high rank. 


Deference to Public Officials. 


‘It soon became known that she was one 
of the daughters of the Governor General 
of the Amur Province and that the General 
who had accompanied her to the ship was 
her father. The Governor General, standing 
as erect as a Colonel during an evening pa- 
rade, towered above anything and every- 
thing around him in the shape of men, and 
with a dignity that would have done credit 
to any of the crowned heads of Europe. He 


is a popular and influential man throughout 


Russia and has an enviable record behind 
as a'soldier and asa ruler, 
‘It was clear to us that we owed our early 
departure from Vliadivostock to the Gov- 
-ernor General's daughter. On another occa- 
- si0n our steamer was delayed a whole day 
to give the chief veterinary surgeon of Rus- 
sia timé to transact his business. This time 


“we were under obligations to the same gov- | 


ernment for gaining three valuable days, 

. Hence we. ought to make no further com- 
plain against Russian government officials 
interfering with schedule time and find con- 
solation in Seneca’s words: ‘“ This is the 
highest advantage to be derived by a mon- 
arch, that his people is obliged not only to 
submit to but to praise the deeds of their 
monarch.” | 


Along the Japanese Coast. 

We found our steamer comfortable, the 
table fair, and for the first time in more 
than four weeks ‘could dispense with our 
own bedding: and tewels. On our way we 

near the rugged, mountainous islands

tled by fishermen, Toward the latter part 
of the voyage the speed was lessened for 
the purpose of not making the harbor be- 
fore morning.

On entering the har- 
bor we caught sight of the Stars and Stripes 
floating over the United States army.trans~ 
port Grant, a sight which can never fail to 
arouse the patriotic feelings of every Amer- 
ican, more especially when it is seen in a 
distant foreign harbor. In coming near this 
immense vessel we saw the decks swarming 
with our soldiers, dressed in khaki uniforms 
‘and wearing the familiar campaign hat: 
Later we saw @ single long file of soldiers in

-and show a commendable spirit of enter- 
prise from ‘the merchant princes. and 
wealthy bankers down to the humble 
jinricsha men. Many of the foreigners and 
wealthy citizens live in luxurious homes. 
What attracts the attention of the stranger 
most when he comes for the first time to this 
fairy land is the vehicle in most common 
use, the jinricsha and man-horse in front 
of it. I was told that this man carriage is 
the invention of a missionary, and is cer- 
tainly a great improvement over the clumsy 
sedan chair, which it has entirely displaced. 
The little carriages look more like a large 
baby wagon than a conveyance for grown- 
up people. They are two-wheeled little carts 
with a top for protection against rain and 
the heat of the eun. The seat is as large as 
an ordinary chair. The man takes his place 
between the shafts, whtich he grasps with his 
hands, and upon which the necessary tractio 
is made. The jinricsha men are happy 
their humble station of life, and their serv- 
ices are so satisfactory as to exclude largely 
from Japan the horse and the automobile. | 
The essential qualities of these men are 
ene lungs and powerful muscles: When 
ard at work they are half naked, and the 
ul muscies of the fatless legs are as. 
well outlined as in any specimen in the di 
secting-room. Their headdress is well adapt- 
ed for their special work. It consists of a 
light metallic framework which fits the head 
and serves as a support for the concave con- 
vex round canvas roof. The gait of the jiu- 
ricsha men is a slow, graceful trot, and in 
comparing speed they would not remain far 
behind the horse. I do not know how others 
have felt when they took their first jinric 
ride, but I am free to confess that I fac 
the ordeal with considerable hesitation. — 
It appeared to me like an Inexcusable im- 
position to be drawn by a fellow-man. Dur- 
ing the first trial I considered it to be m 
humane duty to make myself as light asp 
sible. It was an effort on my part, but I 
failed to see that it had any perceptib 
effect on the man-horse, and consequently I 
abandoned my attempts at codperation, and 
the man showed no signs he fared any worse. 
When you once become used to it jinricsha 
riding is made a genuine pleasure, and the 
enjoyment. becomes the greater when the 
man-horse has reagon to look forward to an 
extra compensation. The power of money 


in managing the world’s affairs is well known, | 


but a handsome tip for the jinricsha man 
does wonders when he is given an opportuni- 
ty to serve you again, his eyes are e 


brighter, his muscles quicker, and his smiles 


continuous. Ten cents an hour for such work 
is not much, and if you will double the fee 
you will have no reason td regret your liber- 
ality. | | 
Jinricsha Excursion to Mogi. — 
Mogi is a fishermen’s village on a bay some 
six miles distant from Nagasaki. The road 
crosses a mountain at least 2,000 feet high, 
through well cultivated rice fields and vegeta- 
ble gardens. The steep mountains aroun 
Nagasaki are cultivated almost to their sum- 
mits by terracing the land with solid stone 
walls only a short distance apart. The ric 
fields bet ween these walls are often not wider 
than a good-sized room and are well irrigated 
by deviating little mountain streams in dif- 
ferent directions. To prepare an acre of land 
for the farmer’s use must have cost an enor- 
mous amount of labor, but soil in Japan is 
scarce and labor is cheap. The rice flelds 
appear like a patched quilt on the mountain 
side, the refreshing deep green of the rice 
furnishing the predominating color. Palms 
and bamboo, fig trees and taro plants suggest 


that we have reached a subtropical climate. | 


The man-horse carefully estimates the weight 


of his prospective load. The man who weighs 


the most waits longest for his horse. This 
instinctive care on part of the jinricsha man 
is displayed most conspicuously when a long 
trip is laid out for him and more especially 
when the trip includes a heavy grade. 

It so happened that none of the party gol

Hard Work for Jinricshas. 


It was a hard day for man and beast. O 
men started off on their accustomed trot, 
whirled us through the crowded streets and 
still more crowded market, shouting and yell- 
ing to avoid collisions with other jinricshas, 
men, women, children, and dogs. 
this occasion perhaps more than on any other 
that we were indeed making @ race against 
the sun. As soon as the base of the mountain 
was reached the speed slackened to a rapid 
walk, the men were sweating, panting, and 
puffing and jabbering good-naturedly with 
each other, jesting and laughing at each oth- 
er, and I have no doubt that much of their 
merriment was meant for their passengers, 
who were having their first experience with 
this kind of travel. Onthéy went, higher and 
higher we climbed without any marked eyi- 
dence of fatigue of our pulling and pushing 
men-horses until we reached the summit of 
the mountain.

Tea was 
served, our men rested, and we occupied the 
time by exchanging @ few yens for photo- 
graphs and Japanese trinkets.

We walked on, followed 
by the umbrella seller, who then lightened 
his burden and added a yen to the smal! col- 
lection of coing in his greasy bag. The small 
Japanese merchants have all kinds of prices

All our men had to do was to direc 
jinricsha and keep it from running Bg oo 
track into the muddy taro patches and weil 
irrigated rice fields. The men hind the 
jinricsha aided the leader in regulating its 
speed by pulling on ropes fastened to its 
axle. We passed a number of fine bamboo | 
fields and patches of cypress trees. The wild 
flowers havé been almost completely exter- 
minated by the busy hand of man eager to 
use for his purpose every available handful 
of arable soil. Mogiisa large village located 
on a wide bay, inhabited almost exclusively 
by fishermen and their families.

Memorable Ride to Nagasaki. 


The ride back to Nagasaki . 
was memorable one. The 
cool moon took the place of theflery, burning: 
sun. The merry groups of men, women, and 
children, hurrying to and from the city, the 
moonlit landscapes, the thousands of street 
lamps, and the hundreds of lights of the 
ships in the distance were sights not often 
w‘tnessed in such combination. We returned 
to the city fully impressed with all we had 
seen during the day of this little, but impor- 
tant corner of the island empire. Nagasaki 
is @ great seaport town. Its long, narrow 
land-locked harbor is the central point o¢ 
Oriental navigation. It is the objective point 
of all battleships in Oriental waters of all 
seafaring civilized nations. The merchant 
marine vessels of all countries seek its 
shelter and unload and reload their cargoes, 
| Nagasaki has a large floating population 
representing all of. the important countries 
coming and going with the hundreds of in- 
coming and outgoing ships that visit its 
harbor annually. The medical inspection of 
the incoming ships is an unusually length 
one. The ship we came on from Viadivostox 
was boarded by four medical officers, All of 
the third-class passengers and ship’s crew 
were inspected individually, They were col- 
lected in groups, and in many cases this in- 
spection included feeling of the Pulse and 
looking at the tongue. The ship had its own 
medical officer, who had three days in which 
to do all this, but evidently his testimony 
was not regarded as final by the Japanese 
guardians of public health. In the harbor 
we found anchored a magnificent German 
steamer, flying the red cross from its top- 
mast. This steamer, the Crefeld, is bein 
fitted up as a hospital for the German troo ; 
and sailors in this part of the world. This is 
an excellent way in which to make provisi 
for the sick and wounded, and fs an exam Sle 
worthy of imitation by other nations sondis : 
‘troops to tropical and subtropical countries.

editor of the American Anti- 
quarian, has made discoveries 
which throw new light on the 
history of the discovery of Lake michigan 
and the explorations.of the French in the 
middle West.

He had be- 
come acquainted with the lower lakes—Lake 
Ontario, Lake Champlain, and Lake Erie 
for-a map‘ of these lakes had .beem made. 
though it was a ‘strange-looking map, and 
one which: has little resemblance to the 
lakes as they are. The Ottawa River had 
been navigated and had’ become familiar to 
Champlain and. all the-French explorers. 
The Georgian Bay and Lake Huron were 


‘ known, ‘although the latter was called ‘‘ Mer 


Douce,” or the “‘Sweet Sea,” as it was a 
fresh water lake or sea. 
There came, however, a report to Cham-~ 
plain that beyond; Lake ‘Huron to the north- 
west there were two great lakes, one of 


which (now. called Lake Superior) emptied 


“through great rapids and a waterfall,’’ but 
upon the other was a “ strange people,”’ who 
sometimes traded .with an unknown peo- 
ple. who came from the “‘ Land of the Seas.”’ 

This -report roused the desire in Cham- 
plain’s mind to find out about this “ strange 
people”’ and about the lakes, which might 
lead to them, for it’occurred to him that the 
way would be open to the “ South Sea,” and 
he imagined that the ‘‘ strange people ’’ were 
nothing more nor less than the Tartars, 
whom Marco Polo had described so graph- 
ically, and* that the “ Land of the Seas” 
must be the India which all had been seek- 
ing: for so many years. The report fired 
his imagination and brought to his mind vis- 
ions of the land which had so strangely im- 
pressed the people of Europe. . Champlain, 
true to his noble character, was always ready 
to carry out great schemes for exploration 
and for conquest,’and for the extension of the 
French territory, and’ the increase of the 
French power. 

Fortunately there was at.this time a young 
Frenchman, Nicolet.by. name, who had dwelt 
among the Nipisings, and understood both 


-the Algonquin and the Huron languages, and 


was therefore well qualified to enter the 
work of exploring these regions. Cham- 
plain gave to him the work of undertaking 
the voyage. 

Taking seven Huron Indians for his com- 
panions, Nicolet started out with a little 
fleet of bark canoes in search of the distant 
regions. Making their'way against the swift 
waters ofthe Ottawa River, passing the 
“nation of.beavers,’’ who dwelt upon the 
Manitou IslAnd, they finally reached the falls 
of Saulte Ste. Marie, and, from that point, 
by a detour, reached Mackinac, which is now 
so well known. It was while passing over the 
waters which surround this beautiful isjand 
like a sea of glass that the celebrated voy-

ager gained a view of the great lake which 
is now called Lake Michigan, but which for . 
many years was called Lac d’lllinois. 
Nicolet is entitled to the honor of. being 
the discoverer of Lake Michigan and the first 
white man to enter the great bay called for 
many years “‘ Bay des Puans,” 
entitled to the honor of being the first white 
man who ever looked upon the prairies of the 
‘great West,’’ upom the forests, which have 
been such.a source'of riches to the people. 
The work of discovery ‘had begun long 
years. before, when De Soto and his party 
traversed the region along the coast of the

Gulf of Mexico. The Mississippi River had — 


already become known, not only as the great- 
est river upon the continent, but also as the 
river in which the great man De Soto was 
buried. Champlain, had already discovered 
the lake which still bears his name, and had 
become familiar with Lake Ontario. Other, 
Frenchmen had looked upon the water of 
Lake Erie, which was then called ‘“ Lac du 
Cat,” or ‘Lac de Felis.” The French mis- 
sionaries knew about Lake Huron, but they. 
did not know that Lake'Huron and Lake 
Erie were connected by the St. Clair River, 
nd that both passed over the Niagara Falls, 
ér the common conception was that Lake 
uron emptied into Lake Ontario through 
ne Ottawa River. | 
In fact, there is a map which was pub- 
lished a few years before Champlain’s time, 
which represents Lake Huron emptying 
into the Ottawa River.and the Ottawa into 
the St.. Lawrence, but Lake Ontario and 
Lake Erie have no inlet. On this map the 
Atlantic coast is represerited as occupied 
by the French Acadians, the English (La 
Nouvelle Angleterre), the Dutch (Low Hol- 
lande), the Swedes, and others, but the in- 
terior was entirely unknown, the French 
having their possessions on a great river 
‘called the St. Lawrence, which with its 
‘tributary, the Ottawa, drained a part of the 
icontinent to the eastward. 
To Nicolet the region beyond the lakes 
‘was nothing more nor less than the ‘“ Land 
of Cathay,’ and the people, whom he ex- 
‘pected to find were a “ strange people, who 
had no hair and no beards,’’ but were prob- 
ably allied to the Tartars.

He finally reached the mouth of the Wis- 


consin, also the mouth of the Des Moines, ~ 


on which was situated a village of the Illi- 
nols, and was received with great ceremony! 
by the chiefs of the village. Marquette 
sailed past the spot where St. Louis now 
stands, discovered the Missouri River, which 
flows in from the west of this point, and was 
called by the Indians Pimitoni. He finally: 
reached a place to the south and turned back, 


and, entering the IlMnots River, reached 


Lake Michigan from the south. The de- 
scription of his voyage reveals to us the 
fact that the discovery of Lake Michigan was 
due to these two Frenchmen, Nicolet and 
Marquette, though there is no local. sign of

establishment of the first mission. This 
monument was placed upon the heights 
which overlook the rapids. The tablet was - 
unveiled by the State Historical society of 
Wisconsin on Sept. 6, 1899, designed to com- 
memorate an advent which occurred on 
Dec. 2, 1600—viz.: the advent of Claude Al- 
louez. Another memorial or reminder of 
the early French. explorers and mission- 
aries at this point has been preserved. I¢£ 
apbears that the house, which was built and 


served such a useful purpose, was destroyed 64 


by fire by the treacherous savages, but 
a beautiful silver ostensorium which was 
presented to the mission by M. Perrot, 
who was the first Governor of the 
Northwest, was hastily buried, but in 1802 
was unearthed by a French habitant at La 
Baye. It bears the legend, *‘ Ce soletl a 
esté.donné par M. Nicolas Perrot a la mis- 
sion de St. Francois Xavier en la Baye Des 
Puants, 1666." 

Such memorféls of the early explorers 
are few and far between. ologists

cago where diphtheria is reported . From 
each of these stations the Board of Health 
issues an envelope containing the necessary.

tains a wooden tongue-depresser, a cotton-. 
tipped swab for the throat, and a little box « 
containing blood serum. The physician who 
is called to see the person pres mably suf- 
fering from @phtheria plants the germs in 
this little box and sends the whole of it to the 
Board of Health, The culture is then de- 


veloped, in the city laboratory, where, if any |

doubt still exists, a guinea pig is 
in proof. 

With tuberculosis the most that has been 
done is in the means for preventing its 
spread. San Francisco, with a total of 6,707 
deaths from all causes and 1,649 of these 
from tuberculosis, is one of the anomalies 
of this eity group.- The figures indicate 
the hegira of health-seekers to Southern 
California and the inevitable drift of these 
to the metropolis of the State.

I know several mogt re- 
spectable colored families who proudly date 
the dignity of a family line from a similar 
wedding of which the documentary proof 
carefully is @ license, such as the 


one half of which is in evidence today. “And 
these weddings were by no means always 
barren rites. There were occasionally bride- 
maids and groomsmen, although, so far as I 
have been informed, they were never per- 
formed by ministers of the gospel or in 
churches. I suspect that this was a strictly 
civil marriage, unrecorded in the courts as 
having taken place, but easily traceable as 
legally allowed. The custom was probably 
practiced by such as were not in any regular 
church connection—by the “ unregenerate.”
